Cirtine and Dame Law» . 
The sensational and exaggerated 
stories that hav e been 
going the 
rounds of the p ress regarding the 
killing of deer in this state hav e in­ 
duced Commissioner W. Jt\ Andrus to 
make inv estigation of the matter. 
From the statistics furnished him by 
j the trasp ortation comp anies doing 
I !)u» inesH in Minnesota, who must of 
necessity handle all thin material in the 
i ¿late, he rejiorU that the number of 
such animals killed is about 3,000 
j bead. 
His estim ate of the number 
! made by the wardens watching the 
i trains, through the op en season was 
about 2,500 head, but the figures ob­ 
tained from the transp ortaitiou com­ 
p anies p lace the amount at slightly 
larger 
figures. 
The 
number, 
of 
course, does not 
include 
all that 
were killed, as many more are used 
by the lumbermen and others who 
are in the woods. Rut the sensitioual 
stories of 6,000 to 10,000 carcasses 
being killed and ship p ed out of the 
state are all nonsense. 
Thousands of 
p ounds and hundreds of carcasses» 
of deer that were killed in Wisconsin 
were ship p ed through St. Paul 
to 
p oints outside of the state, and to Chi­ 
cago. and credited to Minnesota. 
A 
sort of summary of the game and fish 
commission in this p articular line 
would be of interest. 
In 1890, before 
the commission went to work, it is es­ 
tim ated that some 12,000 carcasses» of 
doer were handled, and the most of it 
ship p ed out of the state. 
The com­ 
mission took hold in 1891, and with a 
p oor law, that was new, and had nev er 
been before the courts, they reduced 
the amount to less than 10,000. 
In 
1892, to about 6,000; in 1893, to about 
4,000, and 1894, to 3,000, showing con­ 
clusiv ely that their work is p roducing 
good results. 
Ev en this num ber can 
be further reduced by the p ersistent 
efforts of their work. 
In regard to changes in the game 
laws Mr. Andrus is quoted as saying: 
“There are two or three amendments 
which 1 think might be well to make 
in the p resent law. 
One would be to 
change the op en season for deer so it 
would begin on Nov . 10 and close on 
Dec. 1. 
This would continue the 
season ov er Thanksgiv iv ing day and 
allow those who wish to eat v enison 
that day.

Game and Game Laws. 
The sensational and exaggerated 
stories that have been going the 
rounds of the press regarding the 
killing of deer in this state have in­ 
duced Commissioner VV. P. Andrus to 
make investigation of the matter. 
From the statistics furnished him by 
the ^asportation companies doing 
business in Minnesota, who must of 
ueoessiiy handle all thin material in the 
Jato, he reports that the number of 
such animals killed is about 3,000 
dead. 
His estimate of the number 
made by the wardens watching the 
trains, through the open season was 
about 2,500 head, but the figures ob­ 
tained from the transportation com­ 
panies place the amount at slightly 
larger figures. 
The number, 
of 
course, does not 
include all that 
were killed, as many more are used 
by tho lumbermen aud others who 
are in the woods. But the sensitioual 
stories of 6,000 to 10,000 carcasses 
being killed and shipped out of the 
state are all nonsense. Thousands of 
pounds aud hundreds of carcassess 
of deer that were killed in Wisconsin 
were shipped through St. Paul to 
points outside of the state, aud to Chi­ 
cago. and credited to Minnesota. A 
sort of summary of the game and fish 
commission in this particular line 
would be of interest. 
In 1890, before 
the commission went to work, it is es­ 
timated that some 12,000 carcassess of 
doer were handled, and the most of it 
shipped out of the state. The com­ 
mission took hold in 1891, and with a 
poor law, that was new, and had never 
been before the courts, they reduced 
the amount to less than 10,000. In 
1892, to about 6,000; in 1893, to about 
4,000, aud 1894, to 3,000, showingcon- 
clusively that their work is producing 
good results. Even this number can 
be further reduced by the persistent 
efforts of their work. 
In regard to changes in the game 
laws Mr. Andrus is quoted as saying; 
“There are two or three amendments 
which I think might be well to make 
in the present law. One would be to 
change the open season for deer so it 
would begin on Nov. IO and close on 
Dec. I. 
This would continue the 
season over Thanksgiving day and 
allow those who wish to eat venison 
on that day. 
The evils of spring 
shooting have become so well appre­ 
ciated that many sportsmen 
who 
formerly favored allowing docks to 
be killed during that season of the 
year are now in favor of prohibiting 
all shooting except in the fall. I am, 
and always have been opposed to 
spring shooting. 
In regard to fishing 
in the winter, 
I favor permitting 
it, provided it is done in a legal man­ 
ner up to Feb. I.”

Among the late indictm ents 
is one ag ain st T. C. Kcnnelly of Bis 
m arck, who is one of the gang v h o 
is charged w ith having held up Hie 
deputy m arshals at M andan during 
the strike. 
A large num ber of the indictm ents 
Are against R ussian farm ers from Em ­ 
m ons county for stealing and carrying 
off governm ent buildings a t F o rt Inn 
coin, five miles south of M andan. The 
depredations, according to Maj. W. ( ’. 
Gooding, the governm ent representa­ 
tive a t the fort, have 1>«h*ii going on 
for som e tim e. 
R ussian settlers in 
th a t vicinity have been engaged in 
thieving lum ber and outbuildings for 
some tim e, m aking their visits mostly 
during the night, and all efforts to 
catch them have failed. 
D uring the 
past few weeks, however, they have 
grow n bolder, and on Saturday a sm all 
arm y, num bering over 1(K), put in an 
appearance, 
w ith 
forty-live 
team s, 
pickaxes and all necessary appliances, 
ready to clean every inch of lum ber 
from the spot. M aj. (Jooding. who has 
i barge of th** fort, protested, but the 
hoodlum s drove him aw ay w ith bricks 
and stones and continued to dem olish 
the buildings. 
Even the old ‘te ste r 
house, which the people of the slope 
have endeavored to preserve, w as not 
spared, but ruthlessly torn to pieces. 
D eputy I ’iii ted States M arshal Hen- 
nessv of this city and D eputy H annah 
of. G rafton w ere at 
Bism arck aud 
m ade a raid on the thieves Saturday. 
Tickets posted by 
th** thieves gave 
notice of their coining, and the entire 
party m ade an effort to escape, but 
the deputies stic*******!«*<i in rounding up 
eight of them and secured the nam es 
of forty others. 
Five w ere left in ja b 
a t B ism arck and three brought here 
as w itnesses lx*fore th** grand jury. 
Of 117 buildings at th** fort very few 
rem ain, the destruction boing alm ost 
complete.

hanks w ithin a fixed 
period of time, should he repealed, and 
also th a t nu am endm ent should

a sufficient 
am ount of hank notes as will enable 
them to secure circulation at once, in­ 
stead of a fte r a period of delay. 
Suggestions have been received from 
m any em inent s c u m s th a t tin* whole 
q*i* stion of a banking and currency 
system ought to be referred by con­ 
gress to a commission, to tx* created 
by law. appointed by the president and 
clothed " itll proper authority. 
A com­ 
mission. non-partisan in its character, 
composed of men of em inent abilities, 
could 
unquestionably 
devise a cur­ 
rency system sound in every part. and 
one which would commend itself lo 
every interest of the c o u n ty . It would 
largely bike the question out of poli­ 
ties and have it considered simply in 
its business aspects am i upon its m er­ 
its; but if the present congress Is to 
enact a law upon the subject, appoint- 
plot t of a commission could avail noth­ 
ing. 
lf, however, nothing m ore dell- 
|i to can Im* accom plished, tit* question 
of the creation of such a commission 
ought to be considered and acted upon.

Tile cool headed wom an and 
til** sensible man. if they love this 
io rth ami w ant to stay, will keep their 
feet warm stud «Iry. however, and will 
put on good flannels w hen tilt* wind 
gets sharp. 
Dr. Cyrus Edson, com missioner of 
health for tile Stat** and City *»f New 
York, In it letter to tin* public, glv«*s 
some interesting inform ation ami makes 
sonu* valuable suggest loris >n respect 
to pneum onia ami its prevention. 
He 
says th a t pm uniouia ii probably an 
earth germ disease and that lr; cold 
w eather iii** germ s m ake their way 
to th** unfrozen ground beneath houses. 
Titus houses become their route of es­ 
cape from earth to air, and thus all 
houses ought to Im* well ventilated. 
Dr. Edson of course points out those 
" e ll known but little heeded truths in 
respect to over fatigue, irregular eating 
am i sleeping, and lack of op**n air exer­ 
cise. 
If a man is strong, if lit* eats 
a t given hours, if he gets all tin* sleep 
in* needs, if he walks or rides Iii tho 
open air; lie eau generally take in a 
germ ami throw it off again. 
All doc­ 
tors say this and say it pretty often, 
considering th at they do so for noth­ 
ing. 
H owever, there are peoph* who 
listen to their physicians and th >y suf­ 
fer, sometimes. 
Dr. Edson gives those 
I>* oplt* a hit of very im portant advice. 
Iii* says th at when an adult is seized 
witii a sudden chill, the chill which Is 
the beginning of pneum onia, ten grains 
of quinin** in tine dose should bt* taken 
im m ediately, fellowed at once by Av** 
drops of cam phor In w ater or en a lum p 
* f sugar. 
T he f* et should be soaked 
In hot w ater, the body being w rapped 
In a blanket. 
‘ Then,” says he, “jum p 
into bed.” 
The bolty will perspire. 
Being yet w rapped in the blanket, and 
“a prospective -as** of pneum onia may 
be nipped in tin* bud.” 
In this clim ate, where sudden and 
vlo b n t changes occur, w a ’ n under aud 
outer clothing and stout, dry shoes are, 
at cording to the doctors, absolutely 
necessary in early winter. 
The day 
m ay Int pleasant, but death frequently 
lurks in the bracing but deceptive north 
wind.--Cleveland Leader.

Guarding <h« Bank. 
The Bank of England is watched 
nightly by a guard of about 50 men 
from the Household troops, under 
the command of an officer, who usu­ 
ally march from Wellington or St 
George’s barracks. They patrol the 
spacious quadrangles of the bank and 
do sentry duty over allotted spaces 
till the morning, when they are re­ 
lieved on the arrival of some mem­ 
bers of the bank’s staff. The officer 
in command is allowed dinner for 
himself and a friend, including tho 
provision of a bottle of the bank’s 
special old port The men are also 
supplied with the needful refection. 
Besides this military guard two 
clerks remain on duty all night at the 
bank as well as all day on Sunday, 
and these “watch clerks” must not 
go to sleep. Their duty is to move 
about from building to building, in­ 
specting the various rooms to 6ee 
that all goes well. Several of the 
higher officials also sleep on the 
premises, ready to be summoned at 
a moment s notice.—Chambers’ Jour-

The sensational and exaggerated 
stories that have been 
going the 
rounds of the press regarding the 
killing of deer in this state have in­ 
duced Commissioner W. B. Audrus to 
make investigation of the matter. 
From the statistics furnished him by 
the ^asportation companies doing 
business in Minnesota, who m ust of 
necessity handle all this material in the 
:iiate, he reports that the num ber of 
such anim als killed is about 3,000 
head. 
His estim ate of tho num ber 
made by the wardens watching the 
trains, through the open season was 
about 2,500 head, but tho figures ob­ 
tained from the transportation com­ 
panies place the am ount at slightly 
larger 
figures. 
The 
number, 
of 
course, does 
not 
include 
all that 
were killed, as many more are used 
by tho lum berm en and others who 
are in the woods. But tho sensitional 
stories of 6,000 to 10,000 carcasses 
boing killed and shipped out of the 
state are all nonsense. 
Thousands of 
pounds and hundreds of carcassess 
of deer that wore killed in Wisconsin 
were shipped t hrough St. J‘aul 
to 
points outside of the state, and to C hi­ 
cago, and credited to Minnesota. 
A 
sort of summary of tho gam e and fish 
commission in this particular line 
would be of interest, 
In 1890, before 
the commission went to work, it is es­ 
tim ated that some 12,000 carcassess of 
doer were handled, and the most of it 
shipped out of the state. 
The com­ 
mission took hold in 1891, aud with a 
poor law, that was new, and had never 
been before the courts, they reduced 
the amount to less than 10,000. 
In 
1892, to about 6,(XX); in 1893, to about 
4,(WX), and 1894, to 3,000, showing con­ 
clusively that their work is producing 
good results. 
Even this num ber can 
be further reduced by the persistent 
efforts of their work. 
In regard to changes in the game 
laws Mr. Andrus is quoted as saying; 
“There are two or three amendments 
which I think m ight be well to make 
in the present law. 
One would be to 
change the open season for deer so it 
would begin on Nov. IO and close on 
Dec. I. 
This would continue the 
season over T h a n k sg iv in g day aud 
allow those wlio wish to eat venison 
on that day. 
The evils of spring 
shooting have become so well appre­ 
ciated that many 
sportsm en 
who 
formerly favored allowing ducks to 
be killed during that season of the 
year are now in favor of prohibiting 
all shooting except in the fall. 
I am, 
and always have been opposed to 
spring shooting. 
In regard to fishing 
iii tho winter, 
I favor 
perm itting 
it, provided it is done in a legal m an­ 
ner up to Feb. I.”

The Bank of England is watched 
nightly by a guard of about 50 men 
from the Household troojie, under 
the command of an officer, who usu­ 
ally march from Wallington or St. 

They patrol the 
spacious quadrangles of the bank and 
do sentry duty over allotted spaces 
till the morning, when they are re­ 
lieved on the arrival of some mem­ 
bers of the bank’s staff. The officer 
in command is allowed dinner for 
himself and a friend, including tho 
provision of a bottle of tho bank’s 
special old port. The men are also 
supplied with the needful refection. 
Besides this military guard two 
clerks remain on duty all night at the 
bank as well as all day on Sunday, 
and these “watch clerks” must not 
go to sleep. Their duty is to move 
about from building to building, in­ 
specting the various rooms to see 
that all goes well.
